Applicant cites a number of examples in the specification as support for the limitation "at least 
one host/guest moiety at a terminus of the complexing agent ." The examiner notes that all the 
examples appear to have an adamantyl guest moiety, making them consistent with this limitation, 
but the specification does appear to contemplate this sub-genus of guest molecules. For example, 
another limitation consistent with the examples is "wherein the guest moiety comprises 9 
carbons atoms," but again, such a sub-genus is not particularly described or even reasonably 
suggested. Further, even if this amendment did have adequate support, it raises a new limitation 
not previously considered. 

Regarding the limitation, "that increases solubility and/or imparts stabilization, etc." the 
examiner agrees that this limitation would have support.
